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leta. ‘the statenent on 085 records on deposit in the Hational 
archives, revised as of Aug. 18, 1952, is ae follows: : 

"The Office of Coordinator of Information was established oy a 
Presidential order of July 11, 1941, to collect, anglyse, and correlate 
information bearing on national security and to make this information 
available to the President and to such Gevernzent departments and offi- 
ciele as the President might determine. It aleo carried cut at the 
request of the President supplementary activities to facilitate the 
obtaining of important information. By a military order aigned by the 
President on June 13, 1942, this office wae designated as the Offices of 
Strategic Services and vas placed under the jurisdiction of the United 
Stetes Joint Chiefs of Staff. An Executive order of the same date trang- 
ferred certain foreign information activities of the Coordinator of 
Information, with related records, to the Office of War Information (see 
Record Group 208), and an Executive order of Narch 9, 1943, defined these 
to include ‘all phases of the federal program of radio, press, publication, 
and related foreign propaganda activities involving the dissemination of 
information.' The duties of the Gffice of Strategic Services were to 
eollect and analyse such strategic information as aight be required by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and to plan and operate epecial services at 
their direction. The Office was terminated by on Executive order of 
September 23, 1945, effective Oeteber 2, 1945, and ita records and some 
remaining functiona were divided between the Department of State and the

This guide (Vol. II, pp. 14-16) containa « general summary of 
the entire body of wartime records of CUS, as of “April 1947," including 
principally those in S30, in the State Department, and in the National 
Avohives, ae well ae fragments of OSS records known to be in other 
agencies. The sumary is as followst 

* ein april 1947 the greater part of the records of 055 were in 
the custody of the Strategic Services Unit of the Office of the Assistant 
Seoretery cf War, a unit that had inherited the work of the archives unit 
eatablished within the Registry of OSS in July 1945. These records 
included policy papers, operational reports, and administrative flies of 
OSS headquarters and records of the field eatablishmente ef O85 that had 
been shipped to Washington. A file of printed and processed uilitary 
intelligence documenta assoubled by (SS, 1943-45 (24 feet), ia in the 
Departmental Records Branch, 460. a considerable quantity of records of 
the Research and Analysis Branch and the Presentation Branch, including 
material resulting from the work of the Office of Strategic Services in 
assembling, analysing, and reporting on information to be used by the 
Joint Chiefa of Staff and other agencies, le in the Department of 
State (chiefly in its Division of Library und Reference Services), many 
documents having been integrated with materials from other sources into 
new serios.

"Papers relating to 055 are also among the records of other wartime 
agencies. See, for example, the central records of the Wer Department

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(in the Adjutant General's Office) especially index sheets filed under 
AG 220 Office of Strategic Services, aug. 194l-Gept. 1945, and AQ 020 
Strategic Services Unit, Sept. 1945ff. A set of Accession Lists, 1942~45, 
prepared by the Research and analysis Branch is on file in the air 
Historical Group; and copies of ‘Topographic Intelligence Studies’ aad 
‘eokly Situation Reports' of the Research and analysis Branch, as well 
as copies of the 08S serial, ‘The War This Week,’ are in the intelligence 
library of the Air Force Department. A nuaber of Ciwil Affairs Guides 
and reports on economic problems, prepared largely by the Research and 
Analysis Branch, 1942-45, are in the central files of the Office of 
International Finance of the Treasury Department. 

“ecords of other agencies cutelds the United States contain 
documents relating to OSS. Records of the Zeonomic Warfare Rivision of 
the american Babassy in London include reports of OSS personnel in Zarope 
relating to Safehaven projects, 1945 (lese than 1 foot}. Among the 
records of the United States Mission for Boonomie Affaire in London are 
reports of the Research and Analysie Branch in Washington and in London 
on various economic topics, insluding food and agriculture, and reports 
prepared jointly by CSS personnel in London and by personnel of the 
Beononie Warfare Division of the american Sebeassy in London on various 
European political and economic topica (2 feet); and coples of reports 
prepared ty OSS personnel in Europe for inolusion in Civil affaire Guides 
to Germany, Italy, Japan, Greece, and Eastern Nuropecn countries.* 
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
